Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 19.—Armed with an 
infernal machine containing enough dyne- 
mite to destroy a city block, a bottle of nitro- | 
glycerin, and e revolver, a masked maniac 1 
teck possession of the centra! police station 
today and held it for more than an hour 
while hundreds of occupants of the building 
aud those for blocks around sought safety 
in flight. 

When Detective James Hosick knocked the 
man unconscious with a billy after slipping 
up behind him, the fuse of the infernal ma- 
chine was automatically ignited.

TEXAS CANNOT GET ARCHBOLD: 
WICKERSHAM STOPS ARREST. 


Tells Officials from Lone Star State That 
Indictments Were Based on Insuffi- 
cient Evidence, 


Washington, D. C.. Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
Attorney General Wickersham admitted to- 
day that he had intervened to prevent the 
arrest of John D. Archbold, president, and 
W. C. Teagle, a director of the Standard Oi! 
company of New Jersey, and H. C. Folger Jr., 
president of the Standard Ol company of 
New York, who were indicted by 4 federal 
grand jury in Texas for violation of the 
Sherman law and the decree dissolving the 
oll trust. 

The attorney general explained the reasons 
for his action to Congressman Burgess and 
Attorney W. H. Gray of Texas, who called 
to inquire why immunity from arrest had 
been procured by these three officials. Mr. 
Wickersham said he had ordered the war- 
rants held up because he wes not satisfied 
that the indictments neturned by the grand 
jury were based on sufficient evidence. 

Attorney Gray took issue with the at- 
torney general. He said it was an extraordi- 
nary action for any administrative officer 
to interfere with the service of warrants is- 
sued by a federal court on an indictment by 
a federal grand jury. The jurors, he con- 
tendw, are the judge of the sufficiency of the 
evidence and the question before the com- 
missioner after service of the warrants 
would be, not the character of the evidence, 
but the indentification of the defendants. 

The three Standard officials will fight every 
move to get them within jurdisdiction of the 
Texas court.

That assump- 
tion is weakening steadily. Our own segre- 
gation debate shows the growth of a power. 
ful movement founded not on the theory of 
amelioration or regulation but on that of 
complete extermination. 

Never has the evil been so thoroughly 
studied in all its phases as now and never 
before have there been so mamy well con- 
sidered attacks upon it. The police aspect 
of this movement is only one. The educa- 
tional movement, which is devoted to bring- 
ing about a more adequate knowledge of the 
pathological evils involved, to the education 
of parents, and to the development of in- 
struction and protection for the young, gives 
new promise of progress. The old fatalistic 
attitude will not long survive and it ie not 
too much to hope that the evil itself will fol- 
low i. 


BEGINNING WRONG. 

The beginning of the campaign for voca- 
tional education is a rather sorry affair.

The state can easily commit itself throngh 
haste, ill considered fears, or prejudice to 
waste years in ineffective instruction. We 
ought to approach this subject with open 
minds, debating all responsible plans and the 
objections thereto. Thesnap judgments, the 
personalities, the prejudices which already 
have appeared at the very beginning of pub- 


lic discussion are likely to cost us dear.

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LACK PRECEDENTS 
IN LABOR COURTS 


How Australian Judges Use 
Their Own Sense in Lay- 
ing Down Principles. 


‘LIVING WAGE’ CONCEDED 


Certain Amount of Competition 
Allowed in Fixing Rates 
Over Minimum. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH.D., LL. D. 

MELBOURNE.—In handing down a de- 
cision in the famous Broken Hill miners’ 
cause Judge Higgins of the federal arbitration 
court made the following significant observa- 
tions: 

“ Now, the’ first condition in the settlement 
of this industrial dispute as to wages is that 
a: the least a living wage should be seoured 
to the employés. I cannot conceive of any 
such industrial dispute as this being settled 
effectively which falls to secure to the 
laborer enough wherewith to renew his 
strength and to maintain hie home from day 
to day. 

He will dispute—he must dispute—until 
be gets this minimum even as a man im- 
mersed can never rest until he gets his head 
above water. Nor do I see any reason yet 
for modifying my view of a living wage 
as expressed in the harvester case. In find- 
ing a living wage I look, therefore, to find 
what money is necessary to satisfy the moral 
needs of the average employé regarded as a 
bt.man being in a civilized community. 


. Employers Admit Principle. 

“In the present case it is reassuring to 
find that coungel for the company, the gen- 
eral manager; and even the chairman of di- 
rectora, notwithstanding his strong prepos- 
sessione in favor of the inexorable laws of 
demand and supply, all assented to the doc- 
trine that no man ought to be asked to work 
for less than a living wage. The result of this

Principles of Arbitration. 

From Judge Higgins of the Commonwealth 
court I turn to Judge Heyden of the New 
South Wales Court of Arbitration. In de- 
livering judgment recently in an appeal 
againet the wholesale butchering wage? 
board award we get some interesting views 
on certain additional principles of arbitra- 
tion. 

During the whole period of arbitration in 
Australia the Judges have been seeking prin- 
ciples which might govern the scope of jurir- 
diction and the character of their findings. 
They have had no precedents, they have had 
to be guided by their own common tense, by 
their desire to be fair. and by the thing 
* sacrosanct,” a living wage. 

Judge Heyden held that “ the primary ob- 
ject of every determination by a wage board 
is to settle the industrial relations between 
the individual employers 2 emplos es con- 
cerned in the application,-upon whatever 
basis is fair and reasonable in the particular 
case, and for that purpose it is necessary in 
each case to look at the special nature of he 
work in question and the special circum- 


decision. 

na principles seem to me to be sound, 
it the terms ‘ individual’ and particular 
and ‘ special circumstances’ are not meant 
to exclude circumstances of a general char- 
acter bearing upon the position of the par- 
ties, their relations to third persons, the re- 
quirements of the business, and the Interest 
of the public. These are considerations which 
disputante were not bound to consider before 
1901, when the industrial arbitration act was 
passed: They could agree to anything they 
liked that was not a criminal conspiracy. 


Effect of Free Competition. 

The restraint upon them was not a legal 
but a practical one—i. e.: the existence of 
a condition of free competition. This made 
it idle (except in the case of combines or 
monopolies) tq attempt to establish condi- 
tions which directly or indirectly imposed 
unnecessary expense or inconvenience upon 
the public. If they did, a competitor imme- 
diately made his appearance, took their buei- 
ness, and called them back. This has pre- 
served them from the unpopularity attaching 
to monopolies, which are more or less inde- 
pendent of the necessity of considering the 
wishes of the public. 

“The act, however, by making awards

pany. No evidence has been adduced to 
show that any of the men who have beep 
receiving.more than unskilled laborers’ wage 
are overpaid. 

The proper course tn an inquiry such as 
this is would seem to be to ascertain first 
the wage to be paid to the unskilled laborer, 
then the proper wage to be paid to those 
who have extra skill, on the assumption that 
the employers can pay whatever wages are 
proper, and then to hear any evidence and 
consider. any arguments adduced to show 
that the employer ought net to be asked to 

pay such wages. N 
Rich and Poor Pay Same Wage. 

„Firat of all, is an employer who is poor 
to be ordered to pay as high wages as an em- 
ployer who is rich? Now, without laying 
down a rule absolute and unconditional, 
under all the circumstances I strongly hold 
the view that, unless the circumstances are 
most exceptional, the needy employer should, 
under an award, pay at the same rate as his 

richer rival. It would not otherwise be possi- 
„die to prevent sweating of employés, the 
* growth’ of parasitic enterprises, and the 
spirit of industrial unrest—unrest which it is 
the function of this court to allay. If a man 
cannot maintain his enterprise without cut- 
ting down wages which are proper to be 
paid to his employés—at all events the wages | 
which are essential to their living—it would 
be better he should abandon the enterprise. 

“ This ‘Is the view independently adopted 
by Mr. Justice Gordon in Adelaide and by 
Mr. Justice Burnside in West Australia. It 
is not the function of this court fo foster 
siackness in any industry, and if A by 
his alertness and enterprise and by his use 
of the best and most recent applicances, can 
make his pey on the basis of 
giving proper wages to his workmen. it would 
de most unjust to allow B.“ his lazy and 
thriftiess rival, to pay his workmen lower 
wages. ’ 

Wages Not Fixed by Profits. 

“Ir short, the remuneration of employ és 
cannot be allowed to depend on the profits 
actually made by the individual employer. 
This proposition does not mean that the 
possible profits or returns of an industry as 
a whole are never to be taken into account in 
getting wages. For instance, the fact that 
ar industry is novel and that those who 
undertake it have at first to move warily 
ane economically, might be favorably con- 
sidered so long as every employé gets a 
living wage. I can well understand that 
workmen of skill might consent to work in 
euch a case for less than their proper wages, 
not only to get present employment but in 
order to assist an enterprise which will ar- 
ford ‘them and their comrades more oppor- 
tunities for employment hereafter. 

„For this purpose it is advisable to make 
the demarcation as clear and as definite as 
possible between that part of the wages 
which is for mere living and that of the 
ver which fe due to skill, or to monopoly,

Values? 


BY MARY ELEANOR Oo DON MII. 
MONG the many helpful suggestions that 
come into this department in regard to 
lowering the high cost of Mving is one 
advocating the elimination of foods that 
have little food value, such as oysters, 
condiments, celery, and similar foods. 

A prominent writer, speaking of food in re- 
lation to health, says: 

is practically devoid of nutritive 
value, with but eighty-five calories to the pound. 
Eaten raw, it is difficult of digestion. The 
popular conception .of the medicinal value of 
celery is unfounded in fact, either in cases of 
rheumatism or disordered nerves, or any other 
condition, The various celery compounds sold 
in the drug store are of no value whatever. 

“Lettuce is also a non-nutritious food, with 
but ninety calories per und. It is not dim- 
cult of digestion, has a delicate, pleasing flavor, 
and ig easily made into salads. These quali- 
tles amply atone for its low food value and 
unite to give it universal popularity. 

“ Almost devoid of proteins and fats and con- 
taining 83 per cent water, the parsnip %ontains, 
nevertheless, 300 food units to the pound, 
chiefly carbonaceous. 

“Carrots contain 5 per cent more water than 
do parsnips, practically the same amount of 
fats and proteins, but 4 per cent less carbohy- 
drate material. Their total food value is 210 
food calories to the pound. 

“With 145 calories to the pound, cabbage is 
slightly more nutritious than the radish, but 
like the radish its chief value lies in the va- 
riety which it affords the diet. It is rather 
difficult of digestion, however, and in the ali- 
mentary canal, where fermentation exists, tue 
considerable quantity of sulphur which it con- 
tains is likely to produce flatulence. Cabbage 
is said to be a preventive of scurvy, In cook- 
ing be careful to boil vigorously, as slow cook- 
ing is apt to make it watery and stringy. 

“Sauerkraut is less nutritious than plain 

bbage and to many people is indigestible. 

ere this is not an insurmountable objec- 
tion the effects are not injurious. In Germany 
the liquid portion of sauerkraut is used to re- 
lieve intestinal auto-intoxication.” 
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Food values should be taken into considera- 
tion where one is trying to fight the increased 
cost of living.

The Plan of Three Boys. 

“J will begin by stating to you the circum- 
tances of three young men who have adopted 

e plan of fighting the increased cost of Hving 
beforehand. The oldest, 20 years of age, is em- 
ployed as a bill clerk in a wholesale house at a 
salary of $12 a week. The other two (one of 
them being myself) are both 18 years of age 
and are employed as clerks in large corpora- 
| tions, earning salaries of $60 and $75 per month. 
None or v us is of age, and while our parents

are not in poor circumstances, yet they are in 
need of our salaries to maintain a decent living, 
and so, consequently, our salaties are given to 
them, out of which we are given 4 limited al- 
lowance for spending money. 

“ All us being ambitious, we had often 
apoken t the future and wondered how we 
might able to secure an early ‘start with 
the limited means at our command. I might 

say that out of the spending money which I re- 
2 I had been unable to maintain a 
bank account, and my friends were but slightly 
better fixed than I. Realizing that I’ ought to 
save some of my money, however little, I hit 
upon the plan of starting a bank account in 
conjunction with my two friends—that is, to 
conduct it somewhat upon the order of a club— 
which, upon being broached to them, met with 
their immediate approval.’ 

“We drew up an agreement and a set of 
rules to which all of us were required to affix 
our signatures. We chose one of the members 
as treasurer. As a start for this ‘company’ 
(for such we chose to call it), each member was 
required to deposit the sum of $2 with the 
treasurer, who, in turn, was to open an account 
in a chosen bank. Thereafter the dues were 
to be not less than 26 cents per week, although 
We set no maximum, and I am happy to say 
that the deposits seldom go as low as the min- 
imum, In this way, knowing that the money 
became due every week we did not spend it, 
and thus developed a saving habit which, al- 
though it does. not deprive us of our pleasures, 
keeps us within the limit of our allowance. If 
the money were not due every week we would 
perhaps spend it foolishly, which is one reason 
why it is harder for a young man to maintain a 
personal account. There is a rule also which 
forbids the withdrawal of any of the money 
unless the consent of all the members is ob- 
tained. 

At the present time, about eight months 
since the inauguration of the ‘company, we 
have quite a comfortable account and are now 
investing our money with the hopes of making 
it grow, although we are careful not to fall 
into any ‘wildcat’ investments. Our first in- 
vestment netted a profit of 25 per cent and a 
second one is now in the balance which, if suc- 
cessful, will mean a realization of about 100 
per cent. 

“Our experiment has exceeded our most san- 
guine expectations, and we are all of us now 
firm believers that ‘it's the little things in life 
that count.’ Everything must have a start, no 
matter how small or insignificant. We've got 
ours. Just like a train, we have started at 
slow, speed, but we gain momentum: as we go 
along, and some time in the near future we hope 
that we may be able to say to others that we 
fought the increased cost of living while ‘the 
fighting was good and while we were aided by 
youth and vigor; how we caught the enemy by 
surprise and put them to rout. 

“ AMBITIOVS.” 
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Five on $5 a Week. 


“Our family consists of five and our table 
expenses average about $5 a week. The univer- 
sal breakfast—bacon aud eggs—is not indulged 
in when eggs are soaring. Corn meal cakes, 
graham muffins, and cereals are better for our 
health. Meat once daily is quite sufficient. I 
use fruits and vegetables quite plentifully in 
their season and also put up a good supply for 
winter use. Too much coffee and tea are used 
in most homes. The children and I drink only 
water, as we do not like milk, but I do have 
plerity of cream for our cereals and fruit. 

“Any one who wishes to economize should 
watch out for the unnecessary leaks in the 
household, as well as the table expense. The 
old adage, “A stitch in time saves nine would 
save many a dollar When-fugs or carpets 
begin to wear they «an be made to last almost 
twice as long by being earefully mended. The 
same can be truthfully said of wearing apparel: 
and how many people do not mend their hose! 
A girl who worked by the week once told me 
that she had about fifty pairs of hose that 
needed darning, but it was easier to get new 
ones. 

“Going to places of amusement and having 
a good time is indulged in to the detriment of 
the American peoples purse. When they do 
this there is not nearly the time for household 
cares as there should be, so is it any wonder 
there is such an increase in the cost of living? 
I do not think any one should stay at home and 
work all the time, Dut am speaking of those 
who carry amusements to. excess. O. K.“
